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DDT Spells Death to Flies in Dairy Barns 


Large-Scale Tests Show That DDT Sprays Are Effective, Safe, and 
Practical—Only Two Applications Yearly Are Necessary to Control 
Flies in the North—By H. H. SCHWARDT, Ithaca 


Use of DDT on the walls and ceil- 
ings of dairy barns promises greater 


relief from flies than any measure 
heretofore known. It does not re- 
place the sanitary measures that 
have always been recommended. 
Manure still must be removed and 
spread at frequent intervals. But 
DDT and _ proper’ sanitation to- 


gether will largely rid a dairy farm 
of flies, and ensure cleaner milk for 
the consumer. Reduced annoyance 
from flies may increase production 
and it will surely improve the morale 
of the barn help. * 

Large-scale tests made in upstate 
New York during the summer of 
1945 show that DDT sprays are ef- 
fective, safe, and highly practical 
for fly control in dairy barns. Six 
pounds of 50 per cent wettable pow- 
der in 100 gallons gave a 95 to 99 
per cent reduction in flies. Two ap- 
plications of DDT spray are neces- 
sary to obtain adequate control 
throughout the fly season in New 
York, one in late May and one in late 
July. This schedule is based on data 
which indicate that the fly season in 
most of New York is approximately 
June 1 to October 1, and that a DDT 
application at the above recommend- 
ed dosage will be effective for about 
two months. Neither the cattle in 
sprayed barns, nor the men involved 
in making the application suffered 
any ill effects from exposure to the 


spray. It has been roughly esti- 
mated that custom operators can 
spray the average 30-cow barn for 


around $5.00 per application. Dairy- 
men who have the time and equip- 
ment to do their own spraying will 
need only about $2.00 worth of DDT 
per application. 
Power Sprayers Tested 

Slightly better and much faster 
spraying can be done with power 
equipment, but excellent results can 
be obtained with hand-operated gar- 
den sprayers. For the large-scale 
tests mentioned above, a 50-gallon 
power sprayer designed for orchard 
work was used. It could deliver 7 
Zallons per minute at a pressure of 
375 pounds per square inch. The 
spray was applied with a 3-nozzle 
broom, the head of which had a 45- 
degree lateral angle (see Fig. 1). 
This lateral angle makes it possible 
for the operator to hold the broom 
| a his side while spraying. He can 
keep out of the spray and see what 


he is doing. It also facilitates spray- 
ing in close quarters as between 
stanchions and walls. The discs in 
the nozzles are of the type that de- 
liver a flat brush-shaped spray. Held 
about 3 feet from the surface and 
moved along at an ordinary warking 
pace, this outfit applies the correct 
amount of material—about a gallon 
to 300 square feet. Any sprayer that 
develops 50 pounds or more of pres- 
sure should prove satisfactory, but 
the higher pressures assist in the 
rapid penetration of cobwebs and 
dust. 

Very satisfactory results have 
been obtained with the hand-oper- 
ated knapsack sprayers. Their prin- 
cipal disadvantages are low pressure 
and insufficient agitation in the tank. 
These can be overcome to a large 
extent by sweeping webs and trash 
from walls before spraying and by 
using DDT emulsion instead of wet- 
table powder. The emulsion does 
not settle out of suspension, and 
therefore requires little or no agi 
tation once it has been thoroughly 
mixed. The emulsions come in the 
form of concentrates, and should be 
diluted to contain 1 per cent of DDT. 
To obtain this dilution a 25 per cent 
emulsion concentrate should be di- 
luted with 24 parts of water. The 
emulsions have the added advantage 
that they leave almost no visible 
residue.

Larger dosages are 
average tempera- 
tures are higher and where the fly 
season is longer. Thus, recom- 
mendations for the most northern 
states average about 6 pounds of 50 
per cent wettable powder per 100 
gallons, whereas in the Gulf Coast 
stafés at least 40 pounds per 100 
gallons is advised. Federal labeling 
regulations require that manufac- 
turers who sell DDT products in- 
terstate suggest dosages on their 
labels that will be adequate for any 
part of the country. It is therefore 
possible that some DDT products 
offered in New York will carry labels 
suggesting dosages high enough for 
Florida or Texas. 


Barn spraying with DDT for fly 
control involves no danger of poi- 
soning cattle or contaminating milk 
if a few common-sense precautions 
are observed. No hay, silage, or con- 
centrates should be in the mangers 
or on the floors of the barn when the 
spray is applied. The spray should 
never be directed into mangers or 
fountains, and containers of DDT 
should be kept closed and out of 
reach of cattle. Cattle or young 
calves probably should not be teth- 
ered near DDT-treated walls because 
of their habit of licking anything 
within reach. This however is not a 
serious hazard, since it has been 
shown that adult cows can tolerate 
100 milligrams per kilogram of DDT 
for periods as long as 3 weeks with- 
out showing serious symptoms. To 
obtain such a dosage from a wall 
sprayed according to New York rec- 
ommendations, a cow would have to 
lick all the DDT off a thousand 
square feet of wall daily for 3 weeks. 
The tolerance for young calves has 
not been determined. In spite of 
these figures it is believed advisable 
to prevent milk cattle from ingest- 
ing any DDT in so far as possible. 
The amounts they can get accident- 
ally in a sprayed barn are neglig- 
ible, but they should not be fed hay 
or silage made from crops which 
have received DDT applications for 
insect control. It is recommended 
that cattle be taken out of a barn 
while it is sprayed, not because they 
will be in danger, but because they 
will be in the operator’s way, espec- 
ially while spraying ceilings.

Proceeding on the theory that a 
herd of outstanding cows can only 
pe built up on the blood of bulls of 
the best producing strains mated 
with cows of proven ability to pro- 
duce large quantities of milk and 
putterfat year after year, Wiseacres 
Farm at Batavia, Illinois, has devel- 
oped some unusual individual and 
collective herd records. 


Some of the Life-Time Producers 


The pride of the herd is “HOPE 
BEETS CLOTHILDE” 1889540, class- 
ified “VERY GOOD” at nine years, 
and were she a little longer on legs 
she would doubtless crowd the “EX- 
CELLENT” rating pretty hard. She 
has just completed a CTA record of 
23024 Ibs. milk, 3.97% test with 904 
lbs. fat on twice-a-day milking. Her 
five records in the herd beginning at 
5 yrs., total 82,887 lbs. milk, 3,030.5 
lbs. fat with 3.6% test, an average 
ef 606.1 lbs. fat. Quite a record for 
any cow and after all that she has 
an udder of a two-year-old. Talk 
about attachments — well ’’Hopes’’ 
are well-night perfect — the kind 
all breeders like but search for in 
vain. The pity is that the man who 
bred her did no testing and as a 
result her pedigree is pretty much a 
blank, although a four-generation 
pedigree shows such famous sires as 
“Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 11th’’, 
Reserve All-American Senior Year- 
ling 1929, and Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
75th’’. She has a son by ‘‘Pabst Burke 
Johanna’’, junior sire, being reserved 
for future use in the herd, such use 
to be predicted on the production of 
her two daughters in the herd. If 
they do as well as her first daughter, 
“Wiseacres Rosemary Prilly Fobes”’ 
with 416.2 lbs. fat, 4% test, in 295 
days at 2 years, this grandson of 
“Wisconsin Admiral Burke Lad’’ will 
see plenty of use in the Wiseacres 
herd since good udders mean _ so 
much to A, J. Weisner, owner, and 
Ken W. Webb, herdsman and co-own- 
er of the herd. 


Right here we want to say that 
Ken Webb is one of those rarities, a 
natural in milking cows on test. He 
cares for and milks the 27-cow herd 
himself. His capable wife, Juanita, 
gives him a hand with the herd when 
he is pressed. 


“MILFORD BESS CANARY” a 
“Good Plus’ cow of Milford Mead- 
ows breeding, is a daughter of “Sir 
Bess Ormsby Great” a Winterthur 
bred sire, and one of the many great 
daughters of ‘‘Marathon Aaggie’’. He 
sired Milford Pontiac Ormsby, a star 
of Silver Glen herd of yesteryear, 
made Grand Champion py Dean Kil- 
dee at Wisconsin, 1931, in dry form, 
and they have to be mighty good to 
do that. ‘Millie’? has nine records, 
beginning at 2 yrs., that total 114,- 
832 lbs. milk, 4,202.7 fat with 366% 
test, two on 3X and the rest on 2X. 
She has just completed her greatest 
record of all with 18,858 lbs. milk, 
742.3 lbs. fat, 3.9% test in 344 days 
at 12 years. 


Practically all of these records 
were made on twice-a-day milking 
and in D.H.I.A. The cows have been 
bred back to freshen within a year 
and as a result the herd average has 
risen from 364.7 Ibs. fat, 3.38%, for 
18 cows in 1941 to 466 lbs. of fat, 
3.64% test in 1945 on 27.65 cows. 
In 1944, 23 cows made 467.9 fat on 
3X. In 1943, 20 cows made 425.9 Ibs. 
fat on 2X. In the last few years 
better than 35% of the herd have 
been first and second calf heifers. 





Daughters of Well-Bred Bulls 

Two promising young cows in the 
herd are daughters of ‘“‘“Femco Royal 
Guardsman” from an §8l1l1-lb. fat 
daughter of ‘‘Governor Fobes Ormsby 
Aaggie’’, son of Governor Fobes and 
that great daughter of 37th, Daisy 
Aaggie Ormsby 3rd. Both of these 
cGws are out of daughters of Pabst 
Prilly Virginia Johanna, with good 
records, and they give indications of 
being good brood cows. One of these 
cows, ‘“‘Wiseacres Bud Femco Prilly’”’, 
classified ‘‘Good Plus’ as a 2-yr.- 
old and will go higher as an aged 
cow, has a 2-yr.-old record of 501 lbs. 
fat, while the other ‘‘Wiseacres Belle 
Femco Prilly’’, ‘““Good’’, at 2 yrs., has 
507.4 lbs. at 3 years. A son of 
“Bud”, mentioned above, by an in- 
tensely bred great grandson of 
S P O M 37th is being retained for 
future use in the herd. 


There are two high testing daugh-- 
ters, “Good’’ and ‘‘Good Plus’’, of 
Hoesly Windsor Joe, and_ three 
daughters of Ollie Star Ormsby with 
records from 433 lbs, to 596 lbs. fat. 
Also two daughters of King Mooie 
Artis Homestead, one with 526 lbs. 
fat at 2 yrs. Another family of 
fountain-head Ormsbys are daugh- 
ters of “Hazel Bush King Ormsby 
Vale’’, a former herd sire for a short 
time, who was purchased in Novem- 
ber, 1944, from Geo. Kruschke, New 
Richmond, Wis. At that time two 
daughters were purchased from Ar- 
thur D. Hanson, Baldwin, Wis., and 
one daughter from Joseph Midboe, 
Chetek, Wis. This bull saw only ten 
months’ service in the herd due to

On Monday morning of the week 
of the 4th of July, a friend, Hadwen 
Hinman and myself started on a trip 
that was to encircle Lake Ontario 
and include some of the good herds 
of the area within reasonable dis- 
tance of the lake. Bill McReynolds 
rode with. us to Edmeston, N. Y. 
where he took a large van to Osborn- 
dale to bring. Lochinvar back to But- 
terfly. 

Mallary Farm 

After leaving Bill we headed for 
Vermont. Our first stop was at the 
Mallary Farm, which is located in the 
midst of the beautiful Green Moun- 
tains. We were cordially greeted 
and shown around the farm by Mrs. 
Mallary, herself. Her enthusiasm 
for the herd as well as her knowl- 
edge of each animal was quite evi- 
dent. Mr. Fred Nichols, the new 
manager was there, but was quite 
busy so we saw him for only a mo- 
ment. Of course the chief item of 
interest here was Montvic Rag Ap- 
ple Colantha Abbekerk, better 
known as old “Abbey.” We were 
greatly surprised to see her looking 
so fine at 16 years of age. She still 
looks every bit the great champion 
she is and Dr. Haubrich says that 
she is in good breeding shape and 
should breed again. She will be 
bred to Montvic Posch Rag Apple 2d, 
who was recently classified ‘‘Very 
Good”’ at an advanced age and who 
has 17 cows in calf to him. He is 
a well-proven sire up in Canada 
where over 50 of his daughters have 
been tested. In the next stall to old 
‘“‘Abbey” is her daughter ‘‘Thankful”’ 
who is sired by Montvic Posch Rag 
Apple, foundation sire of the herd. 
“Thankful” is due the 23 of July 
to Posch 2d and the whole industry 
will be watching to see how this 
heifer begins her career. ‘‘Thank- 
ful’s’” full brother, ‘Triumph’, is 
now in service in the herd along with 
Posch 2d and also has 17 cows in 
calf to him. All of ‘‘Abbey’s’’ sons 
have made good and by all rights of 


inheritance, “‘Triumph’’ should add 
even more lustre to ‘‘Abbey’s’”’ al- 
ready immortal name in the Hol- 


stein ranks. The Mallarys also have 
the second highest record daughter 
of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Bonheur Abbekerk, 
who is “Excellent,’’ has 1047 lbs. of 
fat with a 4% test on 3X and is full 
sister to the four times All-Ameri- 
can dam of Montvic Pathfinder. Old 
Bonheur has a touch of the rheuma- 
tism but looks good in spite of her 12 
years of age and sickness, and the 
Mallarys have hopes of getting an- 
other calf from _ her. When they 
bought her, they agreed to send the 
ealf she was carrying back west to 
the seller, Manning Creamery Co., 
however when the calf arrived, a 
heifer by a son of Maytag’s Dictator 
bull, Mrs. Mallary could not bear to 
send the calf back, so it was pur- 
chased at a rather large price. The 
ealf has grown into a very beautiful 
heifer and promises much for the 
future. The remainder of the herd 


is made up mostly of the 37 daugh- 


ters of Montvic Posch Rag Apple 
Gold Medal son of Johanna Rag Ap- 
ple Pabst and Lady Meg Posch. The 
daughters of this bull are very large 
have wonderful constitutions and are 
high testers with great production 
They seem to blossom out at mature 
age into much better cows than they 
indicate as heifers. Old Posch Rag 
Apple Tessie, New England Cham- 
pion with 1080 lbs. of fat on 3X is 
Posch’s highest record daughter and 
seems quite fit at 14 years of age. 
Among the younger of the Posch’s 
there was a heifer named Mallary 
Farm Posch Glad that caught our 
eye. She has been classified “Very 
Good”’ and shows every indication of 
developing into one of the greatest 
of the Posch’s. The ‘Pride’ heifer 
a daughter of Posch purchased by 
Mr. Harold S. Goldsmith of Winton, 
Conn. in the 1945 New England Fall 
Sale was still here as Mr. Goldsmith 
has no place to keep her. She was 
recently classified ‘‘Very Good” as a 


2-year-old. She is a real heifer and 
should write some history in the 
Goldsmith herd. Other prominent 


members of the Mallary herd are; a 
daughter of Montvic Chieftain 24th 
with 879 lbs. of fat and three daugh- 
ters of her own, all testing over 4%; 
the “Excellent’”’ Cora Ormsby Dupli- 
cate, whose son, Challenger has been 
used in the herd and is getting very 
nice calves; the Thompson cow that 
was purchased in the recent Super- 
Duper Sale has expelled the mum- 
mified calf that she was carrying as 
announced at the sale and is in good 
breeding shape. She was classified 
“Excellent’”’ on the recent visit of 
Tom Elder. There are six ‘Excel- 
lent,”’ nine ‘Very Good” (7 as 2- 
year-olds) and 11 ‘‘Good Plus” ani- 
mals in the herd. The average for 
the whole herd is 83.3. All in all 
things looked very good here and 
with so many young daughters of 
Posch and a capable young sire such 
as “Triumph,’’ the Mallarys should 
have a very bright future in the 
Holstein business. 
Tyler Farm 

From Mallary’s we went 
nearby Tyler Farm 
Posch Rag Apple was originally 
used. Many of the daughters of 
Posch at Tyler’s have grown old, but 
they carry their age very well due 
to the wonderful constitutions that 
seem to be characteristic of the 
Poschs. To follow Posch as a herd 
sire, the Tylers selected Montvic 
Rag Apple Gladiator, son of Ray- 
mondale Ideal Successor and Mont- 
vic Bonheur Dale. Dale was sired 
by Pathfinder and out of Montvic 
Posch Bonheur, who was in turn out 
of the four times All-American cow 
and sired by Montvic Posch Rag Ap- 
ple when he was first used at Mt. 
Victoria Farms. Thus, the Tylers 
linebred their Posch bull and added 
the very desirable features of the 
Pathfinders and the Ideal Successors. 
Gladiator improves steadily with age; 
was recently classified “Very Good.”

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Milk and Undulant Fever 


Milk Wrongly Accused of Causing This Baffling Disease 


By Dr. GEORGE H. CONN 


During the last few years medical 
writers and quite a few veterinari- 
ans have given out misleading in- 
formation with reference to undulant 
fever and its cause in the human. 
In many instances this information 
ha; been so misleading as to create 
the impression that most cases of 
undulant fever are caused from in- 
fected milk coming from Bang’s 
infected cows. It is quite a common 
practice, particularly in rural dis- 
tricts, for the physician in charge 
upon finding a case of undulant 
fever in the human, to attribute it 
at once without any further study to 
infected cows supplying milk or dairy 
products consumed by this individ- 
ual. 

To show that veterinarians them- 
selves are not immune to causing 
these false impressions we quote 
from the April 1946 issue of The 
North American Veterinarian, the 
following under the title, STRAIN 
19 AND UNDULANT FEVER. We 
quote: 


“Question: Has anyone proven 
whether or not milk from cows, 
showing a positive titer to bru- 
cellosis due to vaccination with strain 
19, will cause undulant fever in 
man? It is nresumed that man will 
drink the milk.—Q., Kansas, 

“Reply: To my knowledge, there 
is no published work indicating that 
the Brucella abortus strain 19 is 
eliminated in the milk even though 
the animal shows a positive aggluti- 
nation titer. If the organism is not 
eliminated in the milk there is no 
danger or human brucellosis from 
this source. In 1944, Gilman report- 
ed a typical case of undulant fever 
caused by Brucella abortus strain 19 
where the accidental exposure was 
spraying the eye with some of the 
vaccine.—C. S. Bryan, D.V.M., Mich- 
igan State Coilege, East Lansing, 
Michigan.’’ 

In the same veterinary magazine 
in the July 1946 issue, under the 
Same heading we quote as follows: 

“In their article, ‘Observations of 
Pathogenic and Antigenic Effects of 
Brucella Abortus. United States Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry Strain 19,’ 
in The Journal of Agricultural Re- 
search 55 (1937) 120, Haring and 
Traum state: 

“Cow 2060 (table 2) discharged 
strain 19 in the uterine material and 
colostrum at the time of calving on 
the 17th day following vaccination, 
but no evidence was found that she 
continued to shed the organisms in 
the milk or in the uterine material 
at two subsequent normal calvings. 

“‘Cow 35, vaccinated while preg- 
nant 128 days, yielded strain 19 in 
the culture of blood from the jug- 
War vein on the 17th day after vac- 
Cmnation, and again from the pla- 
tenta and colostrum 125 days after 
Vaccination.’ ‘ 

“One could, of course, hold that 


this finding is in the case of colos- 
trum and that the organisms were 
not found in milk. However, it is 
reasonable to assume that some or- 
ganisms were discharged in the milk, 
at least for a few days. I think this 
is important to the public health 
aspect of this problem and feel that 
a complete answer to the question 
reference to this information should 
have been made.—O. H. Muth, D.V. 
M., Oregon State College, Corvallis, 
Ore.”’ 


Very significant facts about these 
quotations are the following: 


(1) Dr. Bryant states that there 
is no danger to the human from vac- 
cinating with strain 19, and this is 
the generally accepted opinion and 
is likewise the experience of the 
writer; (2) while Dr. Muth takes 
up some old quotations from 1937 
which do not in our opinion have 
any very close connection with the 
subject under discussion and cer- 
tainly do not in any way answer the 
question asked. Certainly any vet- 
erinarian nowadays knows that much 
of the information in 1937 is long 
out of date and should be discarded. 

For the past 10 years the writer 
has had extensive experience in 
handling those herds which have 
been very heavily infected with 
Bang’s disease. During this period 
several hundred herds where the 
abortion rate for the previous 12 
months had averaged about 35% 
and where extreme abortions were 
as high as 75% have come under my 
care and observation. These herds 
were located in every section of the 
United States. During my experi- 
ence with these herds, a goodly num- 
ber of which I vaccinated personally, 
it was very strange to note that only 
one case of undulant fever was re- 
ported in the members of the fam- 
ilies where these several hundred 
herds were owned, and yet these 
families consumed raw milk from 
these Bang’s infected herds. This 
in itself indicated to the writer that 
there were very few if any cases of 
undulant fever that could be definite- 
ly proved as being caused from the 
consumption of milk from Bang’s 
infected cows. 

In an effort to get an expression 
from several prominent veterinari- 
ans and public health officials on the 
percentage of cases of undulant fever 
that could be proven to be caused 
by milk infection from the cow, we 
wrote several letters in March 1946. 
We refer too the opinion as given us 
in a personal letter by Dr. B. A. 
Beach, Professor of Veterinary Sci- 
ence at the University of Wisconsin: 

“TI do not believe the answer to 
that question is definitely known. 
We do know, nowever, that a per- 
centage of the cases of undulant 
fever are due to Brucella abortus. 
Whether any of them came through 
the milk has as far as I know, never 
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been demonstrated. Considerable 
work has been done by the Iowa De- 
partment of Health. The majority 
of their human cases are due to the 
suis type. There is an appreciable 
percentage, however, due to abortus. 
I have thought that perhaps one per- 
son in a thousand may be susceptible 
to undulant fever by abortus. The 
percentage you indicate in your let- 
ter probably is not far from the 
average.”’ 

You will note that in Dr. Beach’s 
opinion and from his observation he 
does not conclude that the human 
is in very great danger of developing 
undulant fever from consuming raw 
milk from Bang’s infected herds. 

We refer the reader to a short 
editorial in the October 25, 1945, is- 


sue of Hoard’s Dairyman, under 
the heading, BANG’S DISEASE 
(BRUCELLOSIS), which is as fol- 
lows and is self-explanatory: 
“Brucella organisms occur. in 
three distinct types; namely, Bru- 
cella Melitensis, found in goats; 


Brucella abortus, the type that at- 
tacks cattle; and Brucella suis, the 
type that attacks pigs. From the 
1942-43 report of the New York 
State Veterinary College at Cornel? 
University, we take the following 
statements: ‘Although each type 
(melitensis, abortus, and suis) has 
one host which it prefers, each fre- 
quently infects other hosts. Man is 
highly susceptible to Brucella meli- 
tensis and Brucella suis, less so to 
Brucella abortus.’ 

“We have taken the position that 
while unpasteurized milk from cows 
suffering from brucellosis may infect 
man, the chances are very slight. 
If this were not true, there would be 
far more undulant fever in the na- 
tion than we have today. It is known 
that man is more suscentible to the 
suis type than the bovine, that 
butchers suffer more from undulant 
fever than any other group of per- 
sons — more evidence that it is the 
suis type that is more infectious to 
human beings than the bovine.’ 
Undulant Fever is Caused Principally 

By Infection From Swine 

The following quotations taken 
from a report made by Dr. L. M. 
Hutchings, of Purdue University, 
LaFavette, Indiana, under the title 
of, BRUCELLOSIS IN SWINE, will 
prove quite conclusively that swine 
are the principal cause of most cases 
of undulant fever in the human. 
(This report has been published as 
Journal Series Paper No. 141 of the 
Purdue University Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station). Dr. Hutchings 
reports as follows: 

“Relating to the public health 
importance of this disease in swine. 
Dr. Carl F. Jordan, M.D. (2), re- 
ferring to causes of undulant fever 
reports, ‘among 205 Brucella strains 
isolated in Iowa during the 15-year 
period 1927-1941: 147 (71.7%) 
were porcine (Brucella Suis).’ He 
further states, ‘In the aggregate, 
cases of the disease resulting from 
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contact probably exceed in number 
those traceable to contaminated 
dairy products. Undulant fever of 
milk-borne character is apt to be of 
sporadic occurrence whenever the 
bovine type of Brucella (Br. Abor- 
tus) is the causative agent.’ 

“ ‘Unlike the bovine strain of Bru- 
cella, when the porcine species (Br. 
suis) gains access to the udder of 
one or more dairy cows to contami- 
nate a raw milk supply, an epidemic 
of undulant fever may be fully ex- 
pected. This is apparently due to 
the fact that Brulella suis is more 
virulent and more invasive than Br. 
abortus.’ 

“"*Two outbreaks of milk born 
epidemics of brucellosis caused by 
the porcine type of Brucella have oc- 
curred in Iowa in past years 
All blood cultures from _ patients 
yielded Brucella of porcine type. Br. 
suis was isolated from the cream of 
several dairy cows which reacted to 
the test for Bang’s disease. Of twen- 
ty-four sows that had been allowed 
to occupy the same lot with dairy 
cows, ten showed positive and three 
suspicious reactions in the agglutina- 
tion test.’ 


“‘An example of the importance of 
brucellosis in swine to human 
health which occurred recently in 
Indiana, seems worthy of note. 
Thirteen out of 150 to 160 butchers 
employed by one small, but thor- 
cughly modern packing plant, were 
ili with undulant fever at one time 
(3). These butchers were handling 
nothing but hogs. Obviously, this 
Situation created a number of prob- 


lems some of which can not be 
solved with our present knowledge. 
For example, the other butchers 


asked the management for assurance 
that they too would not become ill 
with undulant fever. The medical 
profession does not know how to 
successfully immunize people against 
undulant fever. The veterinary pro- 
fession does not have sufficient 
knowledge or machinery to eliminate 
Brucella infected hogs from those 
which the butchers are required to 
handle. It would be impractical and 
unsatisfactory to attempt to prevent 
infection in such butchers by requir- 
ing them to wear rubber gloves and 
practice other appropriate precau- 
tionary measures. Many farmers and 
butchers are in contact with Bru- 
cella-infected swine. Dr. Thurman 
Rice (4), state health commissioner 
of the Indiana State Board of 
Health, states, ‘Any physician who 
has practiced long among farmers 
realizes that entirely too many of 
them are prematurely crippled up 
with arthritis said to be due to rheu- 
matism and other obscure causes. 
There is no doubt whatever that 
many of these cases are in this con- 
dition because of undulant fever.’ ” 
After studying the above com- 
ments thoroughly it would hardly 
seem that any further comments 
would be necessary with reference 
to the dangers from infected swine 
and the part they play in introducing 
undulant fever to the human, 
Undulant Fever in Iowa 


There has been considerable study 
made of undulant fever in the human 
in the state of Iowa for the past 18 or 
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20 years. Reports of these studies 
have been given considerable prom- 
inence throughout the country and 
have been referred to repeatedly by 
research workers and others inter- 
ested in this subject. The following 
short summary taken from the May 
1946 issue of Veterinary Medicine 
(one of the most important veter- 
inary magazines published in the 
world) will be of considerable inter- 
est and is as follows: 

“Human brucellosis has been ob- 
served in Iowa since 1927. Until De- 
cember, 1943, Bruccella abortus and 
Br. suis were identified as the etio- 
logic factors. In the past two years 
25 cases of brucellosis in persons due 
to Br. melitensis have been recog- 
nized. A complete history was ob- 
tained on 20 of the cases. None had 
had any contact with goats, only 
five had recent contact with sheep. 
ali had contact with hogs and 12 
with cattle, or had drunk unpasteur- 
ized milk. On the basis of this and 
other data swine were incriminated 
as the major pool of Br. melitensis 
infection in Iowa. 


“Approximately half of the human 
brucellosis in Iowa is among farm 


residents — 80% in males, 20% in 
females — indicating contact with 


animals as the principal source of 
infection. 

“Among urban residents 35% of 
the cases are in packinghouse work- 


ers. The remaining 65% is approxi- 
mately equally divided between 


males and females probably indicat- 
ing unpasteurized milk as the major 
etiologis factor. 

“Cases of brucellosis due to con- 
tact with animals and due to Br. 
abortus in unpasteurized milk are 
sporadic. When they are due to Br. 
suis in unpasteurized milk they are 
epidemic in character, The cases of 
Br. melitensis infection that have 
occurred to date in Iowa have been 
sporadic and widely scattered, indi- 
cating infection from contact with 
animals.’’ 

Brucella Melitensis (Goat Infec- 

tion) Has Long Been Known 
As A Cause of Undulant 
Fever 

It has been known for some time 
that outbreaks of undulant fever 
in the human where several cases are 
often found in a community and 
Which develops in a relatively short 
space of time are usually caused by 
swine infection. It has been sus- 
pected that the goat type was also 
partly responsible, and within the 
last few weeks further work done 
in the state of Iowa has confirmed 
this opinion. We refer you to the 


following comments made in June 
1946, Veterinary Medicine under 
the heading, BRUCELLA MELI- 


TENSIS IN IOWA SWINE, which is 
as follows: 


“It was stated last month (Vt. 
Med. May, 1946, p. 151) that Bru- 
cella organisms of the melitensis 


strain had been isolated from a num- 
ber of persons in Iowa who were 
suffering from undulant fever and 
swine were suspected of being the 
source of the infection. 

“Since the foregoing was report- 
ed this suspicion has been confirmed 
by the finding by Br. melitensis in 





12 sows belonging to a farmer who 
was affected with undulant fever 
Four of these infected sows were 
reactors; eight were negative to the 
agglutination test. Dr. Sam H. Me. 
Nutt isolated the organisms from the 
infected swine, Drs. J. A. Barger 
C. C. Franks and E. H. Pick cooper. 
ated with the state health commis. 
sioner and the Director of the State 
Hygienic Laboratory in the investi. 
gation.” 

With the above findings now avai). 
able it is quite likely that many of 
these outbreaks of undulant fever jp 
the human that could not be prop. 
erly understood will not be so cop- 
fusing to those who are attempting 
to solve the source of the trouble. 

Further reference to the swine 
Brucella infection as a cause of un- 
dulant fever in the human — we re. 
fer the reader to the following quo- 
tation taken from the April 1946, 
issue of North American Veterinar. 
ian, which is as follows: 

“Dr. L. M. Hutchings, of Purdue 
University, reported at the Missis- 
sippi Valley Veterinary Medical as- 
sociation meeting, in November 
1945, that the incidence of Brucella 
suis in the undulant fever cases di- 
agnosed and in which the causative 
organism was established, was 70 
per cent in Iowa and 72.6 per cent in 
Alabama. He also stated that the 
enly epidemics of undulant fever 
that have been reported have been 
caused by swine and goat types.” 

During the past couple of years 
there have been at least two if not 


more instances where _ individuals 
have brought suit against the sup- 
pliers of raw cows’ milk claiming 


that this milk resulted in their de- 
veloping undulant fever, and in these 
cases the courts ruled that the plain- 
tiff was entitled to recover damages 
and in at least one instance the sup- 
plier of this raw milk had judgment 
assessed against him in the amount 
of $7,500. In view of reports made 
in the last several weeks in the prin- 


cipal veterinary Iterature in_ the 
United States it is very doubtful 
whether many cases of undulant 


fever in the human are ever caused 
from milk infection from cows. Such 
cases would be so few and far be- 
tween that they do not constitute 2 
public health menace. 


It is generally recognized, how- 
ever, that some cases of undulant 
fever are the result of cattle infec- 
tion, but those cases are almost with- 
ovt exception caused by personal 
contact with the diseased animals, 
by which method the infection gains 
access to the human body. and are 
not caused by the consumption of 
milk from infected cows. We cal 
only conclude in light of present 
information that there is little if any 
danger that the human will contract 
or develop undulant fever from the 


consumption of milk from Bang’s 
infected cattle.

All-American Awards Resumed 

The 22nd renewal of the Holstein-Friesian World 
All-American awards will furnish the finale of the 1946 
show season. We invite the participation of all success- 
ful show competitors. 
Fligibility 

All first prize winners of state, regional and national 
shows of the United States are eligible for nomination 
(second prize winners also at National Shows). County 
fair and Black and White Show winners are also eligible 
in states which do not have a state fair operating. All 
standard individual classifications, plus Get of Sire and 
Produce of Dam, are included. For Canadian breeders, 
the All-Canadian nominations will automatically become 
¢ligible for consideration by the All-American nominating 
committee. This will avoid duplication of effort by Can- 
adian breeders. 
Kkesponsibility 

The responsibility for making entry rests with the 
owner. Entry consists in submitting to Holstein-Friesian 
World, Lacona. N. Y., a suitable unretouched picture of 
the individual or group. Pictures must be properly 
identified. They must be taken near enough to the time 
of the show to represent the animal substantially as it 
appeared in the ring. Entries from Canadian breeders 
will be handled through their All-Canadian setup. 
Closing Date 

All pictures of eligible animals must be received by 
November 25 to receive consideration of the Nominating 
Committee. 
Nominating Committee 

After entries are closed, all pictures will be submit- 
ted to a nominating committee of judges, who will select 
not to exceed six entries in each class which they con- 
sider most worthy. These nominations will then be pub- 
lished in our Holiday Number in December. (So far as 
possible all pictures submitted will be used in the col- 
umns of the World). 
Juryoft Award 

The complete Jury of Award, consisting of not to 
exceed sixteen judges at 1946 shows, will individually 
by mail vote their first, second and third choices in each 
class. Each first place vote will count 7 points; each 
second place vote 3 points and each third place vote 1 
point, The awards will then be determined by simple 
arithmetic. The highest number of points will carry the 
award of All-American; second high Reserve All-Ameri- 
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ean; and all animals getting 5 points or 
given Honorable Mention. 

The final awards are planned to be presented in our 
issue of Feb. 1, 1947. 
Popular Judging Contest 

The practice of past years in staging a popular judg. 
ing contest in connection with the All-American A wards 
will be continued this year. Details of prizes, ete., wil 
be announced later.

When Dunloggin Mistress Queen was selling at the 
Dunloggin Dispersal, Paul Misner made the statement 
that in his opinion she was the greatest cow ever in thai 
herd. The cover picture this week taken recently at her 
present home in Michigan gives rather striking force to 
Paul’s statement. 

Dunloggin Mistress Queen has become the _ great 
“money’’ cow of the breed. She herself was the top price 
female of the Dunloggin Dispersal, going at $10,000 to 
M. D. Buth & Sons, Comstock Park, Mich. In the same 
sale her oldest daughter, Dunloggin Confident Queen, 
then 4 years old, sold for $5700 to J. O. Canby, Lang- 
horne, Pa. Her baby daughter (at that time) Dunloggin 
Design’s Queen, went to Mr. Canby at $4100, and was 
resold by him in the recent Curtiss Candy Classic at 
$8700, going to The Hedge, Pine Plains, N. Y. When 
she went to Creston she was in calf to Montvie Lochinvar 
and the resulting bull, named Dunloggin King Var, was 
sold in the Blue Ribbon Sale for $10,500 to Harden 
Farms, Camden, N. Y. The next year, she dropped 
another bull calf, sired by Montvic Rag Apple Chief, and 
in the Blue Ribbon sale he went at $7500 to The Hedge 

An older son, Lauxmaster, was sold privately as 4 
young calf, to Lauxmont, and in the dispersal of that 
herd sold for $3500 to Dr. Harry L. Weaver, Alliance, 
Ohio. 

The 5 offspring sold at auction (counting only the 
Jatest sale price of Design’s Queen) total $35,900. 

In addition she has a son, Dunloggin Supreme, now 
owned by Alva R. Long & Son, Portage, Pa., purchased 
at private sale and a baby son by Creston Twenty Grand. 
recently born in the Buth herd. 

Dunloggin Mistress Queen is a daughter of Dunloggin 
Woodmaster, and her dam, Glencliif M B B Queen, is an 
S01-lb, daughter of Marathon Bess Burke. Famed Dunt- 
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joggin Adeen (1019 lbs.) is a maternal sister. We think 
it is safe to say that no other cow ever had two nobler 
daughters. Mistress Queen herself made records of 858.5 
lbs. fat at 6 years; 754.2 lbs. at 4% years, and 629.7 
jbs. at 3 years, all on 3X. 

She was shown in 3-year-old form in 1938, and won 
All-American Honorable Mention. She was a first prize 
winner at Eastern States Exposition in 1938, the year 
of the hurricane. It was quite fortunate that the boys 
rescued her from the wreckage that day. 

The picture was taken at Creston Farms by son John, 
and shows her at this present calving in 11-year-old 
form.

Round Fable 
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IN DEFENSE OF BULL INDEXES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Have been reading in the World about scrapping the 
index with nearly all comments favoring such action, so 
I’ll defend it. 

In doing so, I realize that the index is far from per- 
fect, but believing in the need for such a single figure. 
The statement that it tries to sav too much in a single 
figure can also be said of the USDA type proof; that it 
tries to say too much in three figures. 

To me the USDA type proof gives but a very little 
better picture of the true breeding value of a bull than 
does the index derived from it. In both cases to get an 
at all accurate picture you must go to the farms where 
the daughters and dams were milked, make a complete 
study of records and conditions, and then apply good cow 
sense and experience to get a reasonable accurate picture. 
The complete USDA proof of individual comparisons 
helps but little. 

It appears to me that in the hunt for superior in- 
heritanece the index is just as good a starting point as 
the proof. 

To illustrate: We have here 2 bull with an index 
of 452 lbs. (2X-305 days). Is he a good bull or isn’t he? 
Those who would scrap the index say that his USDA 
proof of daughter-dam comparisons would give a better 
pieture. Alright, this bull was used on 448-lb. cows and 
increased production 2 pounds. 

Now is he a very good bull, just a good bull, a fair 
bull or what? IT maintain that you know very little more 
than the index tells you. You just don’t know whether 
he is very good, good or fair. 

Many will immediately say that he is a very good 
bull to maintain such high production. I am not so sure. 
Suppose this bull was proven in a herd with a very high 
level of feeding and super-duper care. I know of cows 
whose records differ 150 lbs, fat when moved from one 
herd with high feeding to one with a low level of feeding 
and poor care. To bring this bull down to average DHIA 
conditions we must lop off 75 lbs. from both daughters 
and dams to make a 375-lb. bull or only fair. 

On the other Hand, suppose our bull was proven in 
a herd with an average of from 360-380 fat and our herd 
ewner follows that very common but foolish practice, 
with no sound foundation in genetics, of saving heifer 
calves only from his high producers. These high pro- 
Cucers probably have transmitting ability much nearer 
the herd average or breed average than their own pro- 
duction. Now our bull would be a very good one. 

But suppose these 448-lb. dams are the results of 
2 or 3 good proved sires used in the herd before and also

A careful reading of the remain- 
der of the rules which follow should 
give everyone a clear understand- 
ing of the requirements.

tions will be allowed to show in the 
state herd class, but all institutions 
in a state will be considered one ex- 
hibitor, and allowed to show not 
more than 3 head in a state group. 

3. The president or secretary of 
the state club or association con- 
cerned must make the entry of the 
state herd by September 6th, which 
entry shall ccntain a certified list 
ef the names and addresses of the 
exhibitors eligible. as per above 
rules, to have animals in the state 
herd class. The entry must name the 
person or persons who will be in 
charge at the time of the Dairy Cat- 
tle Congress. which person or per- 
sons shall name the animals that 
shall cecnstitute the herd. 

Forms for the above will be fur- 
n’shed by the Dairy Cattle Congress. 
The blank ccntaining the entry and 
the ecrtified list of exhibitors must 
bo received at the Dairy Cattle Con- 
grecs office on or before September 
Gth. The blank containing the list 
of animals in the state herd must be 
delivered to the Superintendent of 
cattle by 1:00 o'clock p. m. on the 
second day's showing of that breed. 

All of the animals must be enter- 
ed and shown in the open individ- 
val classes at the Dairy Cattle Con- 


gress. They will be exhibited under 
their respective owner’s name. 
Breeders having cattle in the state 


herd will be required to meet all re- 
quirements of other exhibitors. State 
groups are invited to enter addi- 
tional cattle in the open classes.

are backed by a good brood cow family or two. This 
high inheritance bred in our dams now so supports our 
bull that it, instead of the bull’s ability, makes him 
lock good. 

Bull proofs are all based on mature equivalent. Our 
proof is now on 2-year-old daughters making about 340 
fal, maturing 450. But suppose these heifers never get 
nuch over 400 lbs. as mature cows. Our bull then would 
be only fair to poor. 

jut the opposite might happen. Our daughters have 
now milked 4 lactations. The first 2 lactations go into 
niaking our proof because the USDA is usually a year to 
ayear and a half behind the completion of records. As 
2-year-olds they average 310, as 3-year-olds 395 to make 
amature basis of 450. Then at 4 vears they made 450, 
ai 5, 500 and over, goodness only knows where they will 
siop. Most of them if they get to be 8 years, will prob- 
ably be making 600 lbs. What kind of a bull have 
we now. 


> 


Yes, this is all the same bull we are talking about. 

Our bull owner has a son just the age when he thinks 
he knows more than his OLD MAN (that’s what he ealls 
him). Now dad used to try and have his cows freshen 
every year if possible. But sonny is anxious for better 
siles and envious of the big time, and convinces dad, or 
dad just submits, to having the herd bred for 365-day 
lactation or longer. This just as our daughters freshen. 
The USDA cuts these long lactations off at 305 days but 
they are never-the-less probably a nice easy 50 Ibs. 
higher than a real 305-day record. Now we have most 
of the dams with short lactation, the daughters with 
long one. (These records should have a piece cut out of 
the middle Mmstead of off the end, using complete lacta- 
Non records and cutting them back with special factors 
for that purpose). Now our bull don’t look so good. 

But supposing Bang’s or’ mastitis affects the records 
of either daughter or dams? 
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Or suppose that our bull has what we used to call a 
wonderful pedigree, Every dam for 3, 4, or 5 genera- 
tions back was a high producer. For sires, back in the 
pedigree we have the famous names of the past, whose 
offspring have caught up with their reputations and now 
aren’t. popular any more. Close up we have the famous 
names of the moment whose offspring haven’t had time 
tc catch up with their reputations yet. (Really a good 
hodge-podge pedigree if there ever was one lots of 
everything but proven transmitting ability. 


This is a GOOD bull, he cost plenty at a big sale. His 
daughters are good, too, NATURALLY, says his proud 
owner. This one is a whirlwind, th‘s one a prima donna. 
This one you are asking about over in this dark corner, 
she isn’t so good. I think something is the matter with 
ler teeth. No, this one next to her isn’t so good either. 
She freshened when it was cold and I guess her udder 
was affected, although, as you say, it does look alright. 
No, that one isn’t so good either, hut she has a wonder- 
ful sire and dam so there must be something else the 
matter with her. No, they aren’t in the proof, weren’t 
reported by our cow tester who knows the circumstances, 
and that the bull is not to blame. Selected daughters. 


All these things and many more I have run into 
when investigating over 60 proven sires in the past 


6 years. 

I realize that the faults of the USDA proofs as pointed 
out, are also the faults of the index. Both are equally 
unreliable but also very necessary and the best we have 
to work with. The good proved sire is our hope for truer 
breeding dairy cows. To locate such bulls we must have 
the USDA proofs. The index is 1 handy figure to use. 


But don’t tell me that the proof is accurate, the 
index misleading. If I say this bul! has an index of 452 
lbs., you know just as much about him as if I had said 
he was used on 448-lb. cows and increased production 
2 lbs.—Namely, not much.

Recently I had the pleasure of 
placing ribbons at the Holstein Ex- 
hibit in Edmonton, Canada. The cat- 
tle at this Exhibition were well up 
to the standard of any fair of its 
kind on the continent. What amazed 
me was the calibre and number of 
the Purebred herds in the vicinity 
of Edmonton. 

George Gibb and Wes Hosford, 
who incidentally have _ splendid 
herds, droved me around to the vari- 
ous places. Practically all of the 
cows I saw were larger than the av- 
erage we see, with very attractive 
type and were heavy producers. I 
don’t know when I have seen so 


many cows producing from 80 to 100 
pounds of milk in dirt farmers’ herds 
and that on two times a day milk- 
ing. I was under the impression that 
Edmonton farmers were still pion- 
eering in dairying and that the coun- 
try was as yet undeveloped. They 
are abreast of most of us and ahead 
of many of us.

Friesian Show for 1946. The two 
thousand dollar open class premium 
money for Holstein-Friesian cattle 
will be supplemented by five hundred 
dollars from The Holstein-Friesgiap 
Association of America. 

In addition to the twenty-five hun- 
dred dollar open class money for 
Holsteins, eight hundred fifty dol- 
lars will be offered by the State Fair 
of Texas in the Holstein classes for 
4-H Club and Vocational Agricul- 
tural exhibitors. 


The open class premium list is 
that recommended by the Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Association for state 
and regional fairs.

of the ‘Excellent,’ 946-lb. Tyler 
Farms Posch Vale who is sired by 
Old Posch. Pioneer is owned jointly 
with Mr. F. C. Whitney of llion 
N. Y. At the present time Mallary’s 
Challenger bull is being used some. 
This breeding program has provyep 
to be very successful. The daugh- 
ters of Gladiator are nothing shor 
of sensational and the daughters of 
Pioneer, while only young heifers, 
seem to be very nice. One of the 
greatest cows we saw on the entire 
trip was Tyler Farms Posch Elsie, 
who is “Excellent’”’ and has 1051 Ibs. 
of fat on 3X milking. Elsie is a fy 
sister to Vale, the dam of Pioneer, 
Ohers of the cows that particularly 
impressed us were Posch Snowdrop, 
a 852-lb. cow now milking well over 
90 lbs. a day; Posch Etta with 937 
Ibs. of fat and a daughter by Gladia- 
tor that is a real eyeful; Posch Lena 
with 805 lbs. of fat and a 4.5% test 
and a daughter by Gladiator that 
made 671 Ibs. of fat at 2 years, 
3.9%; Posch Mary with 773 Ibs. of 
fat and a daughter of Gladiator that 
is perhaps the best daughter of her 
sire to date. This heifer made 634 
Ibs. of fat at 2 years and was sched- 
uled for the Super-Duper but due to 
health complications she didn’t make 
it. She had a great deal of trouble 
calving, finally pulled through and is 
milking 80 lbs. a day as a second 
calf heifer in spite of her early set- 
back. A Tyler bred animal, Tyler 
Farms Posch Carrie, owned by John 
Holser recently completed an 823-lb. 
fat record on 2X which is a new rec- 
ord for Aged cows in this division in 
New York State. It has often been 
said that one sire can make a 
breeder, that is true, but if that 
breeder does not use some discretion 
in the choice of the bull to follow his 
original sire, then he will soon be 
right back where he started. The 
Tylers have used great discretion in 
the choice of their herd sires to fol- 
low the Posch daughters and every- 
thing indicates that they can hold 
their herd at its present high rate 
of production. 


Raymondale 


The next stop was Raymondale 
where Mr. C. L. Goodhue is the man- 
ager. Mr. Goodhue is a_ former 
president of the Canadian Associa- 
tion and a very active man in Hol- 
stein affairs. The first cow we saw 
at Raymondale was Hays’ Donna 
Wintcha, who cost Raymondale 
$3,100 at the 1945 Canadian Na- 
tional. Donna Wintcha has 815 Ibs. 
of fat with 18955 lbs. of milk, a 
4.3% tester and is a maternal sister 
to Hays’ Six-O-Six, who has been 
used in this herd, both being out of 
the Canadian Champion 305-day 
lifetimer, Hays’ Donna Inka. A lit- 
tle way down the pastures we saw 
two cows standing side by side, one 
white, one black and both of sensa- 
tional type. The white one was old 
Montvie Bonheur Dale, herself and 
she looks ready to show today having 
retained her excellent udder and ex- 
cellent type throughout in spite of 
the passing years. The black cow 1s 
her daughter sired by Lochinvar 
and is a beautiful thing to behold 
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Mr. Goodhue is inclined to think that 
py fall she will be a greater show 
cow than her mother and those of 
you who have seen old Dale can 
gather from that just how great 
Black Dale, as they call her at Ray- 
mondale, really is. There is another 
daughter of old Dale in the herd 
sired by Montvic Rag Apple Ajax and 
she too is very lovely. Black Dale 
is the dam of Raymondale Rag Apple 
Yalta, who recently sold for $15,200, 
which is the highest price ever paid 
for a bull at public sale in Canada. 
Yalta was sired by Ajax and has a 
full sister still in the herd that is 
real foundation stock. Mr. Goodhue 
then pointed out Raymondale Sim- 
mone, a large black cow and one of 
the few remaining daughters of Ray- 
mondale Successor. Simmone is now 
on test making over 28,000 lbs. of 
milk with 1000 lbs. ef fat. Standing 
near to Simmone was Molly Pabst 
Romeo Abbekerk, All-Canadgn 2- 
year-old heifer in 1944 and top cow 
at the 1945 Canadian National bring- 
ing $4,600. Molly is now produc- 
ing somewhere over 800 lbs. of fat 
at 3 years of age. Her daughter by 
Sovereign sold for $2,400 in this 
year’s National. When we came 
back into the barn we saw several 
nice daughters of Six-O-Six, who as 
above mentioned is from the same 
cow as Donna Wintcha. The daugh- 
ters of this bull look rather rough at 
the yearling stage but come out of it 
fine and seem to shape themselves 
into very nice heifers by the time 
they reach milking age. A daughter 
of Lochinvar from Montvic Rag Ap- 
ple Papoose, who is a full sister to 
Montvie Chieftain, is also in this 
string of heifers and looks very, very 
dairy. She was quite sick when she 
calved but is still going to make over 
14,000 lbs. of milk with a 3.9% test 
as a 2-year-old. We saw another 
very nice daughter of the old Pa- 
poose cow sired by Ajax out in the 
pasture. Old Papoose died only this 
spring at a very old age. One of 
the biggest surprises we had was 
experienced when Montvic Rag Ap- 
ple Meg, 921-lb. daughter of Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst was shown to 
us. Old Meg is 18 years old and has 
three daughters at Raymondale, two 
by Ajax and one by Six-O-Six. An- 
other of her daughters, Montvic Em- 
press Meg has 1029 lbs. fat at 4 yrs. 
of age. We also saw several fine 
daughters of Montvic Pacemaker, 
who was greatly handicapped as a 
sire due to his death at the age of 4 
years. The two herd sires at Ray- 
mondale are Montvic Rag Apple Ajax 
and Sovereign Rag Apple Nether- 
land. Ajax is a son of Lochinvar 
from Montvie Bonheur’ Hartog, 
World Record producer with 1153 
lbs. of fat at 4 years on 3X with a 
4.75% fat test. Ajax had just had 
his feet trimmed when we _ were 
there and was a little lame but looks 
fine otherwise and has developed 
into a splendid bull. He has about 
40 daughters in the herd and the 
first ones are now on test starting off 
Well. Sovereign Rag Apple Nether- 
land is sired by Montvic Rag Apple 
Sovereign and out of a dam that 
made 940 lbs. of fat with 21145 Ibs. 
of milk and a 4.46% test on 2X 


milking. The dam is sired by Glen 
Allen Rag Apple Jerry, who is an in- 
bred son of Montvic Rag Apple Neth- 
erland and has 13 daughters with 23 
records that average 648 lbs. of fat, 
16139 lbs. of milk and a 4.02% test 
with four of the daughters over 800 
lbs. of fat and 4% test on 2X. The 
2d dam has no record but is a ma- 
teral sister to a cow with 1029 Ibs. 
of fat and 25126 lbs. of milk test- 
ig 4.1% on 2X milking. This bull 
is, in addition to his great breeding, 
a very striking individual and should 
cross well with the Ajax daughters. 
Meadowood 

While traveling from Raymondale 
to J. E. Chandler’s, which was to be 
our next stop, we passed right by the 
old Mt. Victoria farm and could not 


resist dropping in. It was with an 
almost reverent air that we inspected 
the barn and bull pen where Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst once reigned 
supreme. It seemed too bad that 
the animals in the barn were of a 
foreign breed (Shorthorn), and yet 
it would hardly be right if inferior 
Holsteins were kept in the stalls 
where once lay many of the breed’s 


greatest. The influence of the Mt. 
Victoria blood lines has been far 
reaching and the word, Montvic 


has come to mean quality to Holstein 
breeders everywhere. 

At Chandler’s we found that Mr. 
Chandler was not at the farm, so we 
wore shown around by the herdsman. 
It is a small herd built on Montvic 
blood lines. The herdsman took very

FREDERICK COUNTY (MD.) 
HISTORY 

The history and development of 
Holstein cattle in Frederick County, 
Maryland, is the title of an attractive 
little book of 110 pages which re- 
cently reached our desk. The author 
is J. Homer Remsberg, Middletown, 
Md., Secretary of the Frederick 
County Holstein Association since its 
organization in 1922, and nationally 
known as chairman of the Extension 
Service Committee of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 

In its introductory pages this well- 
written little volume presents a brief 
history of historic Frederick County, 
then follow brief sketches of the 
three foundation breeders of the 
county—Wm. P. Morsell, A. C. Mec- 
Cardell and Chas. Wertheimer, all of 
Frederick. Then follow four chap- 
ters on the work of the Frederick 
County Holstein Association, includ- 
ing its organization on January 24, 
1922, its work during the period 
from 1925 to ’29 during the 30’s and 
during the 40’s, separately discussed. 
These chapters record in detail the 
activities of the county association. 
From the beginning the record shows 
the Frederick County organization 
was interested in the snonsoring of 
county sales of high quality and this 
has continued to be a leading activ- 
ity—the current sale in 1946 being 
the 20th such event sponsored by the 
club. It was also the best in the 
series with its average of $396. 

Records made in the county on 
animals bred there together with the 
outstanding accomplishments of the 
junior breeders are faithfully re- 
corded and we are impressed with 
the fact that from the beginning this 
group has looked forward to building 
for the future. 

The book is profusely illustrated, 
both with formal pictures and snap- 
shots and is a most valuable record 
of the background upon which the 
Holstein industry of the county rests. 

The author tells us that he worked 
up this material from the original 
records bit by bit as he had time over 
a period of about two and one half 
years. The preparation of this work 
was not entered upon in any com- 
mercial spirit, but merely to bring 
together the information into a use- 
ful permanent form. Too modestly, 
the printing was limited to 300 
copies, and it is already apparent 
that more should have been printed. 
The superintendent of schools of the 
county, after seeing the book, re- 
quested that every general library 
and vocational agricultural depart- 
ment in all high schools of the 
county be furnished with a copy. 

Copies have gone to all members 
of the county association and 4-H 





club members and to other Cooperat. 
ing agencies. As long as the supply 
lasts, additional copies will be Sup- 
plied at $1.00 each, far less than the 
cost.

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same time for (1) making silage, (2) 
barn-cured hay, and (3) field-cured 
hay. In this instance the two kinds 
of hay were much better grade than 
in the preceding comparison, but the 
silage still held an advantage of 
about 3 percent in milk yield over 
either the barn-cured hay or the field- 
cured hay. At the time the different 
rations were fed, the yield of pro- 
tein per acre (as compared with the 
amount of protein in the freshly har- 
vested crop) was 84 percent for the 
silage, 79 percent for the barn-cured 
hay, and only 60 percent for the 
field-cured hay. Also at feeding time, 
the carotene in the silage had 
dropped from 308 micrograms per 
gram of dry matter to 82, the barn- 
cured hay dropped to 22, and the 
field-cured hay to 12. 

Making silage apparently con- 
served more protein, dry matter, and 
carotene per acre, and produced more 
milk, than curing the crop in the 
field or in the barn. Expenditures for 
labor and for the use of machinery 
were less (per ton of dry matter 
fed) for making silage than for 
handling the crop by the other meth-
